In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Indicated to Mr. Miles that claims 1,10, and 32 read on the prior art 
of record, the term "cytometer" was not given patentable weight in lacking connection or correlation with the limitations. 
Mr. Miles indicated that claims will be amended to reflect that the transparent cylinder spins at a longitudinal axis in 
analyzing the sample contained within the transparent cylinder invention, wherein a single layer of cells from the 
sample is formed inside the wall of the transparent cylinder. According to Applicant, such is not disclosed nor taught by 
the prior art of record. 
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
